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be affirined of any of the Mineral Springs; 
Reing that there may be a growth, or acci- 
dental Concourſe of various matrer in the 
paſſages of the Earth, which rnay variouſly 
mpregnate the waters paſſing through them, 
and make ſome Alteration in their Properties. 
Beſides the Patient is obliged to drink a large 
quantity of the Mineral Waters, or they will 
not work, which if they do not, they cauſe 
Gripings, Stiches, Sleepineſs, Feveriſh Diſpo- 
fitions, ahd other inconveniences, ariſing from 
the Crudity of che Minerals, as well as from 
the quantity of the Water ; eſpecially che 
Chalybear, which alfo require purging be- 
fore, and after a Courſe of drinking them, 
to prevent ſome hurts, which otherwiſe might 
ariſe by their uſe ; which every ons is excuſed 
from in the uſe of this Salt, for where a large 
quantity of water is not convenient for the 
Patient, a Quarr, a Pint and a half, yea even 
a Pint may ſerve, this being alſo its own 
purgs : Beſides it being free from Mineral 
Crudity, and wholly pure and friendly to 
Nature, cat never do hurt, but always good, 
by being long retain'd in the Body. Nor is 
it to be reckoned among(t the ſmalleſt Ad- 
vantages to thoſe who are contin'd to a place 
by Buſineſs, or by the Narrowneſs of their 
Fortune, that they may take this artificial 
Mineral-Water, at all times of the year, and 
in all places, without loſs of time, hinderance 
of buſinefs, or the charge of Coach-hire to 
and from the Wells, or more chargeable 
maintaining themſelves theye. if 
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If you would uſe it inſtead of the purging 
Waters, as Epſome, Dalwich, Northall, &c. 
difolve fix Drams, or three quarters of an 
Ounce of the Salt, in the ſame quantity of 
pure Spring-water,as would be fit fof the Pa- 
tient of any of the purging Waters, viz. from 
three Pints to three Quarrs, orderihg him to 
drink it by degrees in the Motning, in the 
ſpace of an hour and a half, or rwe hours, 
and to walk, or uſe ſome Exerciſe in the open 
Air (provided it be in the Summer time) and 
to order himſelf as if he were drinking the 
Mineral purging Waters. 

But if you would have it anſwer the end 
of the Chalybeat waters; as the German- 
Spaw, Tunbridge, Iſlington, &c. wiz. to purge 
but litthe by Stool, but to alter and open Ob- 
firuftions, then uſe it as in the ſecond gene- 
ral Direction already given. 

Now although this Salt be of great uſe and 
ſervice in very many diſeaſes, yet I have by 
long Experience obſerved, that in fome it is 
ſpecifically potent ; as in the Scurvy, Faun- 
dies, Dropſie, Hyſterical Suffocations, Melan- 
choly Vapours, Green-ſickne/s, ſtoppage of the 
Menſes, Piles, Ghonnorrhea, Collick, Diarrhea, 
Bloody Flax, Gripmng of the Guts, Worms of 
all forts, old Head-achs, Inflammations and 
Rkumes of the Eyes, Itch, and Cholerick Erup- 
tions of the Skim, ſtoppage and heat of Urine. 
In all which Caſes I may truly fay, it hath 
ſignaliz'd it ſelf, and often exceeded my Ex- 
pettations. And although from the Directi- 

: ONS 
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ons already. given, any one may eaſily col. 
le& the way of giving it in thoſe Diſeaſes, 
yet for the publick Good I ſhall be ſomewhat 
more particular. 

In the Scurvy, I firſt purge the Patient with 

a Doſe or two of Sal Solurrvum, as at the be. 
ginning of the ſecond general Direction; then 
I diſſolve an Ounce of it in a Quart of pure 
water, by ſhaking them together in a Bottle 
rill all the Salr is diſſolved, and then order 
tic Patient to drink half a Pint of the fame 
at night going to Bed, and another half Pint 
early inthe Morning, (o that half an Ounce of 
the Salt is taken in a day, and this I continue 
daily for a Month or ſix Weeks, according to 
the age and ſtrength of the Diſeaſe, ordering 
che Patient beſides to drink a pure and well 
rettify'd Volatile Spirit of Salt, 1n all his drink 
as well at meats as at other times, ten or 
twelve Drops at a time or more, ſo that he 
may drink the quantity of forty or fifty 
Drops in a day, (which Spirit of Salt may be 
had at my Houſe ſealed up in Glaſſes with 
printed Directions for its uſe. Price of each 
Glaſs a Shilling) for ſuch as have the Scurvy 
manifeſted in their Mcuths, by Soreneſs of 
the Gums, and their rezdineſs to bleed upon 
every lighe occaſion; I order an Ounce 
of the Salr to be difſolved in a Pint of 
warm water, and the Mouth to be well 
waſhed with ſome of that water warm two 
2r three times a day.

In the Fawndies, I give it in Summer in 
Water or Whey, in Winter in warm Poſlet- 
drink, every other day five or ſix Drams, or 
wo days together (according as it works) 
then intermit a day and give it again, and 
on the intermitrting days half the Doſe,,cor- 
tinuing the uſe of it, till the Yellowneſs and 
Faintneſs ceaſe. 

In the Drop/ee, 1 give it in the ſame man- 
ner as in the Faundies, only in a leſs quantiry 
of the Vehicle, I have cured both the Aſcites 
and the Anaſarce with ir, but whether it will 
do ought in a Tympary, I know not; having 
never given it that I remember in that Di 
ſeaſe, for in that I am wont to uſe my Arca- 
num Univerſale,Species Univerſals and Tintturs 
Regals. Bur in an Aſcites, whether it pro- 
ceed from an Obſtruttion of the Liver, K;d- 
nes, or Ureters, or from a Rupture of. the 
Vaſa Lymphatica, from cheir two great Reple- 
tion ; (from which laſt I perſwade my ſelf 
more Dropſies do ariſe than from any other 
cauſe) this Medicine anſwers all the Inten- 
tions 'of cure, becauſe it not only opens all 
Obſtruttions, and pleaſantly reduceth the 
water, but alſo by .irs ſtrengthning' and Bal- 
amick Virtue, Conglutinates the breaches of 
thoſe Yeſlels, and Remedies the too great 
laxity of the Yi/cera, having all the Verrues 
of a compleat rulnerary Medicine, as | ſhall 
have occaſion to ſhew by and by,” when 1 
come to ſpeak of its external uſe. 


In 
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In Hyſteric} S»ff6cavions, commonly called 
Firs of the Mother, and Melancholy Vapours, 
I give twa or three Drams diſſolved in a Pint 
and a half, or a Quart of pure water up- 
an the approach of the Fir, or if that cannot 
be, as ſoon as the Fit is off, and in the time 
of the Fir (when greater quantities cannot 
be got down) I order the Ditlalution of the 
Salt in water to be given by Spoonfulls. The 
next day 1 purge with the whole Dofe diſ- 
ſolved in a Quart of water. And for as much 
as thoſe ſuffocating Furmes are cauſed by Ob- 
ſtructians,and Fuliginous matter remaining in 
the ſmall Veſſels, where they. ferment from 
time to time, cauſing a puffing up, and Senſe of 
fulneſs (eſpecially ſomerime after eating) it 
is neceſſary to rake the Salt daily for ſome- 
time, ro open and carry off the Qbſtruftions 
as in the ſecand general Direction ; by this 
means their frequent Returns may be pre- 
vented, by extirpating the Evil which fre- 
quently (in thoſe diſmal oppreſſions to the 
poor female Sex) is but only palliated. 

In the Grees-fckne/s in Maids, it is neceſ- 
fary to diſſolve an Ounce of the Salt in a 
Quart of pure water, and to take half a Pint 
of the water at night going to Bed, and the 
ſame quantity early the next Morning, con- 
tinuing this Courſe daily for three, four, or 
five Weeks if need be, not omitting to purge 
the Patient firſt with a full Doſe or two at 
the beginning, as in the ſecond general Di- 
rection, as alſo two or three days before e- 
fu 
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full of the Moon, that Nature may be the 
more eftetually helped in this way of ope- 
rating. Where the Mex/es are only ftopt, ig 
is to be taken as in the ſecond general Dire- 
tion for Obſtruftions ; befides which the Pa 
tient is to be purged once or twice with the 
full Doſe,,woor three days before her month. 
ly time of Expectancy. This Medicine is 
alſo of ſingular uſe for thoſe Women whoſe 
Months are about to leave them, in prevent- 
ing many diſorders which are occaſioned 
thereby ; in which caſe it is to be taken ones 
or twice to the quantity of half an Ounce, 
ar five or fix Drams for three or ſour Monghs 
ſucceſſively, about the time when, they oughe 
to flow. I have known ſome Women of Fif 
ty years of Age, who bave by the uſe of this 
Medicine feemed again in that reſpett io 
grow young. | have allo ealily and etfety- 
ally with this Salt delivered me Womenof 
falſe Great Bellies 

About two Months ſince, I gave three 
quarters of ag, Qunce of Sal Solutivum to a 
Maid about twenty one years of Age, who 
had a very ill habit of Body, and a pale 


fickly Complexion, having never had. the 


Courſe of Nature in due order or quanzity, 
and for ſome Months paſt totally ſuppreſied. 
She was, now ſeized wich a grievous pain in 
her Right 6de, emulating an legitimate Plu- 
riſe, which (as ſbe told me) had frequently 
aſſaulted her for ſome Months paſt, tor the 
removing which Pain I gave her the Sale 
whic 
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which gave her ſeven or eight Stools before 
Nuon withour any Sickneſs or Griping, by 
which time her Pain was quite'gone out of her 
ſide: She eat ſomeDinner,and about two hours 
afterwards diſcharged her Stomach' by Vo- 
mit of a great quantity of filthy green Mat- 
ter, after which ſhe had two or three Stools 
more, with which her Menſes came down 
plentifully, which with her often going to 
the Vault occaſioned her catching of Cold, 
and a fore Throar. I ordered ſhe ſhould 
have ſomewhat warm and comfortable, and 
go to Bed, and keep very warm the next 
day which ſhe did; the Night following 
(ſhe ſtill complaining of her Throat, and a 
Soreneſs all over her Bones, (as ſhe phras'd it) 
I ordered her ren Grains of my Pilula Balſa 
mica which ſweat her very plentifully ; du- 
ring her ſwearing her natural Purgations were 
bur little, but as ſoon as that was over they 
returned again, continuing for a due time, 
lince which ſhe hath remained well. 

It is a ſingular Remedy for the Worms of 
all ſorts, killing them and reſolving them in- 
to Slime, and purging their putrid {Matter 
out of the Body. To Children from 
three years of Age to ſeven, I give from a 
Dram and a half to three Drams, from ſeven 
to fourteen, half an »Ounce, from fourteen 
to twenty, or more, from half an Ounce, to 
three quarters of an Ounce, or ſix Drams 
diſſolved in fair Water, Whey or Poſſet-drink, 
and continued every day fora Week t _ 

ere 
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Where it is difficult to ger Children to take 
it, a lictle Sugar may be added to the Difſo- 
lution to make it the pleaſanter. My Vola- 
tile Spirit of Salt alſo effeteth che ſame in a 
longer time in thoſe Children which cannot 
be perſwaded to take the Sa!t, which they 
may take in all their drink, and not diſcern ir, 
The Salr and this Spirit uſed together are till 
more effeCtual, 

In the Pz/es I give a quarter of an Ounce 
of the Salt diſſolved in half a Pint of water in 
Summer time, or warm Poſller-drink in Win- 
ter, which juſt keeps the Belly ſoluble, and 
by dulcifying the Acrimony of the protruded 
Blood takes away the Pain 'and Inflamma- 
tion ; - beſides which, if the Pies be outward, 
lorder them to be often embrocated with my 
Aqua Phagadenica,and fineRags to be laid upon 
them wer in the ſame water : but if they be 
within the Anus, then I order the fame wa- 
ter to be warmed, and injeted by a Syringe 
twice or thrice a dav, and a Raz three or 
four times double well wetted in the ſame to 
be applied outwardly, and by this Courſe the 
Piles by degrees dwindle and ſhrink up like 
iryed Grapes. This Courſe hath never failed 
me, but hath been effettual even when rhe 
Piles have been inveterate and fitulated. To 
thoſe who are ſubje&t ro the Pcs, I adviſe 
the daily uſe of my Volatile Spirit of Salz in all 
their Drink, to the quantity of thirty or forty 
Drops a day, it is far berter in this Diſcaſe 
than any Dier-drink. 
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In Virulent Ghonn:rbeas or Claps,l give firſt 
ſix Drams of the Salt diffolved in fair water 
in Summer, or in aPint of warm Poſlet- 
drink in Winter, ordering the Patient to drink 
another Pint within an kcur after, then I 
give half an Ounce fo diſſolved every Mor- 
ning in a Pint of tne Vebicle Continuing it till 
all the heat and ſharpneſs is gone, and the 
Glcer fit to be ſtopr, which ſometimes will be 
in a Week, ſometimes a Fortnight or three 
Weeks, according as it is of ſhorter or longer 
ſtanding, or the Diſcaſyſying-power milder 
or ſtronger ; for it pleaſantly and effeCtually 
educeth the venereal Venome, purifyeth the 
Szed,and ſtrengrheneth the SpermatickVellels. 
Burt when the Iſſuing is fit to be ſtopt, I give 
my Balſarmm ad Ghonnorheam every night at 
going to Bed, from twenty to forty Drops 
mixt with a little Sugar, and half an Ounce 
of the Salt every other Morning. But where 
a Ghonnorhaea hath not been taken in time, 
or hath becn unduly ftopr, ſo that it be tur- 
ned into an incipient Pox, and I find by giv- 
ing ſix or ſeven Doſes of the Salt that it can- 
not reach it, then Ihave recourſe to purging 
and ſweating, alternately with my Manns 
Mercurii,and Aurum wvite Bezoardicum, which 
uſually effects the Cure to fatisfaCtion But in a 
Ghonnorhea unduly ſtopt,(known for themoſ 
part at the firſt by a painful Tumour in the 
Groyn) when it hath not exce:ded a Month, 
three,four,or five Doſes of this Salt will ſet it a 
running again,and afterwards Cure it, bon 
u 
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uſed as above with the Balſome, but in longer 
time. I have known ſome who have fallen 
into the hands of Men eicher unskilful in this 
matter, or worſe, who have endeavoured to 
diſcuſs thoſe Tumours, which themſelves have 
made by their unſeaſonable ſtopping of a 
Ghonnorhca, and have ſometimes effetted ir 
lo well, as when the Patient hath thoughc 
himſelf cured of a Clap, he hath ſoon after 
been attacked by the Symptoms of the Pox, 
and fo the laſt Error of the Phyſician was 
worſe than the firſt. 

In the Chollick or Griping of the Guts,where 
there is great pain, I dilfolve fix Dcams or 
three quarters of an Ounce of the Salt in a 
Quart of hot ſpring water, and order the 
Patient to drink three or four Glaſſes in the 
ſpace of half an hour, as hot as he can: Buc 
if there be Vomiting let it be drank more lei- 
ſurely, wiz. A quarter of a Pint orice in a 
quarter of an hour till the Vomiting ceaſe, 
then take notice how much of the Medicine 
hath been vomited up, and give ſo much a- 
gain, that the Patient may have the full Doſe. 
If in the water you intend to diſſolve the Salr 
In, you firſt boyl the bruiſed Seeds of Ariſe, 
ſweet Fennel, Carraway and Coriander, a Dram 
or two Drams of each, to a Quart of wa- 
ter, it will be the better, becauſe thoſe 
Seeds have a peculiar Virtue of pacifying the 
Exorbitant fury of the Pyl/orus ; you may put 
nthe Salt in the boyling, which will extract 
the Vertues of the Seeds, ſooner and better 
B 2 than 
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than water alone can do. But beware that 
you neither boyl, infuſe or warm any Liquor 
in which the Salt is, in Braſs or Copper Vef. 
ſels, bur in Silver, Tin or Earth, leſt it at- 
tratt from the Metal ſomewhat diſagreeable 
to the Stomach., It uſually eaſeth the pain in 
two or three hours time, ſometimes ſooner, 
but where the Stomach will not retain it, or 
it doth not overcome and expell the obſtrutt- 
ing matter, in a few hours time, I give a & 
cond Doſe, and if tHhag fail (as I have ſome 
few times ſeen i dry Gripes and Wind 
Cbollick) then Ihave recourſe ro my Arcanum 
Univerſale, Which (Bleſſed be the Almighty) 
bath not _ remember ever failed me. 
Note chat after the Pains are alley, it 1 ne- 
cellary to purge the Body divers times, with 
the Salt diſſolved in the aforementioned De 
coCtion of Seeds, to carry off the remaining 
Excrements, which otherwiſe, retaining a 
diſealy Ferment, may ſoon cauſe a freſh dil- 
order. But in a bilious Chellick, known by 
bitterneſs of the Mouth, Vomiting, Yellownels 
of the Skin, &c. you may leave out the Seeds 
and giveit in water only, the Seeds being more 
preciſely adapted to the help of the ins 
Chollick, Gripes, 1liack Paſſion, &c. yet they 
are ry Du with a general Vertue of pact 
fying the Pylorus. 

In a Diarrhea or common Looſeneſs, boy! 
ſome Bran in pure water, ſtrain the Decottu 
on, and in a Pint of it diſſolve three Drams 
of the Salt, and drink it up at twice, at three 
or 
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or four hours diſtance : do this three or four 
times over if need be. But in a Dy/entery or 
Bloody-Flux, I give the Salt diſſolved in a De- 
coCtion of red Roſe leaves : half an Ounce 
a day as long as it is required, afrer both 
which, the Patient muſt be purged with the 
whole Doſe diſſolved in a Quart of the ſame 
DecoCtion, in which it was given before to 
ſweeten the Acrimony, In the Bloody-Flux, 
I have given ſix Drams of ir Clyſter-wiſe in 
the foreſaid DecoCtion, beſides giving it at the 
Mouth by two Drams at a time twice a day, 
and that with great Succeſs. 

In Headachs, Inflammations and Rhumes in 
the Eyes, I give five or ſix Drams every other 
day fo long as there is need, many of which 
it hath taken away at three or four times ta- 
king. Burt as an Auxiliary Topick, in Inflam- 
mations and Rhumes of the Eyes, I order a few 
drops of my Aque Opthalmica, tobe dropt in- 
to the Eyes two or three times a day. 

In the Irch, Botches, Boyls, and other Cho- 
lerick Eruptions of the Skin, 1 give half an 
Ounce or five Drams every day, diſſolved in 
a Quart or three Pints of water or New 
Whey in the Morning, as the Mineral-Wa- 
ters for a Week, Fortnight, Three weeks, or 
a Month together, as the greatneſs of the 
Diſeaſe requires : In thoſe Caſes it cannot be 
enough commended. Ir hath cured ſome 
that have been adjudged Leprous. In thoſe 
Diſeaſes I order together with it my Volatile 
S1irit of Salt to be taken inwardly, as in the 
B 3 Scurvy, 
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Scurvy, and my Aqua Phagadenica to be u- 
ſed outwardly, by waſhing with it twice a 
day. 

In Heat or Gravel in the K:dneys, or ſtop- 
page or heat of Urzne, firſt I purge the Body 
with one whole Doſe, then ditfolve an Ounce 
in a Quart of water in Summer, or warm 
Pofſet-drink in Winter, and let the Parient 
drink half a Pint at night going toBed,andal- 
ſo early in the Morning ; beſides which I order 
thirty or forty drops a day of my Volatile Spi- 
ritof Salt, continuing the uſe of thoſe, till all 
the Pretcrnatural heat be gone, the Obſtru- 
Ctions opened, or Gravel ceaſeth to come 
away. 

Thus I have in as brief a manner asI could, 
ſet down my Experiences of the internal uſe 
of this Medicine, wherein I am not Conſcious 
ro my ſelf,that I havein any thing commend- 
ed it beyond its juſt merit. I ſhall in the next 
place add ſomewhat concerning its external 
Vertues and Uſe ; to which by way of Cor 
cluſion and Confirmation, I ſhall ſubjoyn the 
Obſervations of ſorne learned and $kilful 
Phyſicians concerning its Vertues, which 
they have been fo kind ro Communicate to 
me for the publick Good, 


O/ the External uſe of Sal Solutivum. 


This Salt hath irs peculiar Excellencies in 
Chyrurgery, as well as in Phylick; it pre- 
ſently ſtops bleeding; cures an ordinary 
Wound, 
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Wound, whether inciſed or contuſed, at one 
ſingle dreſſing, buc if the Wound be large and 
Jacerated (provided ic be timely and duly 
applyed at two or three drefſings, as Imy 
ſelf have divers times ſeen. Ir rakes away 
all Inflammation and pain from the Wound 
in half an hours time, never ſuffering it ta 
come to Suppuration, bur cures it by the firſt 
Intention. There are three ways of prepa- 
ring it, to apply it to Wounds. 

The firſt is to take ſome of the Chry/talline 
Salt in the Summer time, and ſpread it thin 
in a broad Glaſs diſh, or Earchen one glazed, 
and expoſe it to the Sun all day, ſtirring it 
now and then, and covermg it with a clean 
Paper, to keep any duſt from falling into it, 
and in a few days you will have it come to 
a Powder like tine Flower, when it is brought 
to this ſtate, I believe ic will perform all 
things which are rightly aſcribed ro the Sym- 
pathetick powder ; but this I leave and re- 
commend to the Tryal of the ingenious; a» 
mong which, if any ſhall be ſo generous to 
Communicate to me any etfects of this Sale, 
which may be of further uſe ro the publick, 
they ſhall be thankfully received, and again 
improved to that end. The Second way is to 
put ſome of the Salt into double Papers, about 
half an Ounce or lefs in a paper, and wear 
it ſome time in the Pocket, chat che warmth 
of the Body may ſupply the place of the Suns 
hear, and in like manner bring it to an im- 
palpable powder, and this may be done in the 

B 4 Winter 
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Winter-time without attendance or trouble, 
The third way iz to diflolve four Ounces of 
the Salt in a Quart of warm water, pur in- 
to a Bottle and ſhaking it till it is all diffolved, 
and keeping it cloſe ſtopt for uſe. The firſt 
way it is moſt powerful, the laſt, of the leaſt 
Efficacy, but ether way will well ſerve. 

For a ſmall Wound or Hurt take a little of 
the powder of the firſt or ſecond Preparati- 
on, and lay it upon the Wound pretty thick, 
and bind it on clofe, ſo that no Air may come 
in,and let it continue on till 'tis healed, which 
will quickly be, bur ir is convenient to let it 
remain on for two er three days, that it may 
be confirmed. If at any time when you take 
oft che dreſſing, you find in a Cat that it is not 
{ufficiently conſolidated, or in a Bruiſe,that all 
theSoreneſs and Blackneſs is not gone, preſent- 
ly apply a little more of the Medicine, and 
leritlye till che Hurt is quite well. But if you 
have not the powd'r of the firſt or ſecond 
Preparation, then take a pledget of Lint or 
tne Tow, or a fine linnen Ras three or four 
times double,which let be well and throughly 
wetted with the water of the third Prepara- 
tion, and apply that to the Hurt as the 0- 
ther, which once in twelve hours or oftner, 
if need be, you may moiſten all over with 
ſome of the ſame water, without opening it 
if che Wound be large. Where the Wound 
is large or lacerared, firſt letit be clean waſh- 
ed with warm Urine, fo that it may be freed 
trom Dirt or other extraneous Matter, then 
take 
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take ſuch a quantity of the powder, as you 
think neceſſary well to cover the Wound, 
and mix it with ſo much of the White of an 
Fog (firſt well bear till ic be thin) as will 
make it into the Conſiſtency of a pretty thin 
Liniment, which ſpread upon fine Tow, or 
fine Linnen, and apply it to the Wound with 
convenient Bandage, letting it remain two 
or three days before you open it, except 
in that time you find any conſiderable pain, 
which if you do, it is a Sign that the Air 
hath acceſs to the Wound, and then open it 
and preſently apply a freſh dreſſing, as cloſe 
as poſſibly you can. Note, that if there be 
in the Wound ſuch torn ragged Fleſh, that 
hath taken Air, and;you judge uncapable of 
Conglurination, take it off with your Scillers 
before you apply the dreſſing. If you have 
not the powder, then uſe the water as above 
directed. The powder will anſwer all the 
Intentions of cure in an Ampuration, being 
duly applyed with good Bandage. 

Ir cures R»ptures in Children, if the Rup- 
ture be firſt pur up, and then the powder 
mixt with the Whice of an Egg (as for a 
Wound) and applycd to the Scrotum or Na- 
vel (as the Rupture is) with convenient Ban- 
dage, and renewed every fourth day, and the 
Salr daily taken inwardly diſſolved in a De- 
coftion of Comfry-Roots, ſo much as may 
juſt keep the Belly looſe, but not purge ; for 
the ſtraining of the Abdominal Muſcles in go- 
ing to Stool is a great hinderance to the Ag- 
glutinating 
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glutinating of Ruptuw6s. Suppoſe the Child 
be two or three years of Ag: diſſolve half an 
Ounce of the Salt in a pint of the DecoQtion, 
and give the Child three Spoonfuls of it 
Night and Morning, renewing the Decotti. 
on and Salt againſt that is done, and conti- 
nue the Courſe for ſix weeks, and by Gods 
bleſſing the Cure will be effeted. If the 
Child be younger two Spoonfuls may be e- 
nough, if elder, you muſt give it more accor- 
ding to the Rules before given, varied with 
Diſcretion. 

. It alſo effefts the ſame in FraFures of Bones, 
being uſed in the ſame manner, both inward- 
ly and outwardly, for it powerfully aſliſteth 
Nature, in forming the Callous, and alſo pre- 
venteth Fevers, which not ſeldom happen 
upon thoſe Accidents. 

Half a Grain or a Grain at a time, of the 
Powder may be blown up into the Noftrils 
daily Night and Morning, to ſerve as an Er- 
rbme or ſneezing Medicine, for it pledfantly 
and Ccopiouſly evacuateth ſuperfluous Mol- 
ſture, by which it cureth Catarrhs, it being al- 
ſo taken inwardly every other day for ſome 
time, in ſuch a quantity as may give three or 
four Stoo!s, which is ordinarily done with 
half an Oance. Ir gives preſent eaſe in the 
Tootbach, about a Dram of the powder be- 
ing tied up in a fine Rag, and applyd to the 
pained Tooth; but this is to be underſtood 
when the To»thach proceeds from a ſharp Hu- 
mour, irritating the Nerves which are inſer- 
tec 
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ted into their Roots, but not of the pain of a 
hollow or rotten Tooth,excepting that in thoſe 
it may give ſame ſhorteaſe : but it is neceſſary 
beſides to purge two or three times with the 
full Doſe of the Salt, to dulcifie and carry off 
the ſharpneſs which cauſeth the Pain. 

I could here ſet down many more Uſes of 
this benign Salt ; but becauſe they are not 
preciſely uſeful to a Phyſician or Chirargeon, 
[ ſhall leave them to ſome other opportuni- 
ty, till I ſee what Reception the things I have 
already publiſhed concerning it, will meer 
with, and ſubjoyn the following Accounts 
which I have received of ic from others.

It is the very beſt Medium to prepare Cha- 
Iybear Mcdicines by, that I yet could ever 
nd, a:d when inrimately joyned with Afars, 
which by a proper x60 js eaſily and rea- 
di'y performed, it affords the beſt, and moſt 
effe-tua!

In exceſſive Cotiveneſs, where the Bowels 
arc parched u>,and inflamed, their motion in- 
ve;:cd,and thence thoſe miſerable Pains of _— 
| Iliac 
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Iliack Paſſion ; and where other Gliſters tho' 
often repeated have no effect .a ſufficient quan- 
ticy of this Salt,diſſolved in decotfo communi pro 
dyſtere, will certainly and happily effet che 
Cure. 

Externally in all Wounds and Ulcers, it is 
the moſt gentle and beſt Mundifying and 
cleanſing Medicament that I think is extant ; 
and all Men of Learning or Experience, will 
aſſenr, that that is the great, it not the anly 
Intention required in theſe Maladies , and 
that he who can happily anſwer that one 
Indication, without Corrofives or dolorife- 
rous Medicines, will eafily keep off all evil 
Attendants, and then Nature its elf will 
prove the ſureſt and ſwifteſt Digeſtive, Sarco- 
tick and Epuletick Medicus. 

There - is one Diſtemper, which it ſeems 
was very rare in Galen's days, and which he 
relates only twice to have ſeen, tho' then ar- 
rived at avery great Age, wiz. a Dyaberes ; 
but che Debaucheries of our Times bath ren- 
dered it more common amongſt us. I having 
been ſufficiently puzled in two of my Patients 
afflicted with ir, notwithſtanding my utmoſt 
Care, in preſcribing the beſt of Medicines, 
and exaCtly following the Methods of the 
moſt learned Phyſicians, tho' wholly without 
Succeſs; till at laſt I began to conſider of Sal 
Solutivum, and its conſtituating Parts; and 
then by a very different Method, trom the 
uſual-way of exhibiting it, it had in both 
Caſes that happy effect, which gives me ſome

Have much to fay in the Commendation 

of Sal Solutivum in general, but eſpecially 
on its tranſcendent Effects (by the Bleſſing of 
the Almighty) on two late Patients of mine ;

After bleed- 
ing he fell delirious, even to a full Diſtradti- 
on, to remedy which they bliſtered him in 
divers places, but all in vain, which they ſee- 
ing,put him under the Sentence of Death and 
ſo left him, In this condition he had —_—_ 

vera! 
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ſeveral days when I was {ent for tohim.When 
I came, I greatly blamed the Phyſicians to 
their Faces, for that they judging his Diſeaſe 
to ariſe from aSurfeir, had not in the firſt 
place diſcharged the YVi/cera of Concottion, 
and not to kave drawn the Crudities by Cly-. 
ſters into the Guts, and then for their imper- 
tinent and ill timed Sweating of him, but a- 
bove all for their bleeding him, which foon 
ſuckt in the Defilements of a corrupted Cyl: 
into the Veins, and put the whole Maſs of 
Blood into a Ferment. They made little op- 
poſition to the Charge, and the ſole care of 
the Patient was put upon me. He was til! 
in a diſtratted Condition, and his Eye-ſighe 
quite taken away, yet finding by his pulſe 
that he had ſtrength enough to bear the Sal- 
Solutivum, 1 gave him a Doſe, which in an 
hour gave him a motion to Stool, and within 
four hours gave him ſix Stools to my great 
fatisfattion ; about the end of which time the 
Patient fell into a ſound and quiet Sleep, I chen 
again feelling his pulſe, told his Relations he 
would have no more ravingFits,which( praiſed 
be the Almighty) accordingly happened, nor 
did I beſides this Adminiſter any thing, bur a 
little Cordial impregnated with your Elixir 
Proprietats wolatil to his full Recovery. 

Being juſt now ſent for to viſit a Patient, 
I have not time to write more, concerning 
thoſe two Cures aboveſaid,but the Perſons are 
now both in good Health.

' touching the Virtue of Sal Selutivum, 
'L. if I could fay no more in its Commen- 
dation, than what I havealready written you 
touching the Caſe of the young man in a 
Fever with DiſtraCtion ; even that alone were 
worthy to be publiſhed for the general Ser- 
ice it might do in ſuch Caſes.

For when I came firſt 
0 the Patient, my deſign was to have admini- 
ired a Doſe of your Arcanum Univerſale, by 
caſon of his great complaint of his Head, 
ut finding him very weak, and that his Eye- 
johe was almoſt loſt, by reaſon of the vio- 
nce of his Firs, and hearing a croaking 
oiſe in the Inteſtines, I preſently changed 
y Intention, and inſtead of the Arcanum, 
we a Doſe of Sal Solutivum, which had the 
leſſed effect before written, Note that this 
as done on the 1 1th day of his Diſeaſe. 
The Salt had the like Succeſs in the Di- 
emper of a young Woman, occaſioned from 
fright by a Fall from her Horſe : In the 
| place, ſhe was ſeized with Convulſions 
d Hyſterick Paſſions, which returned three 
four times every day for ſeveral days toge- 
ler ; with a continual pain about the Regt- 
C on 
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on of her Spleen, but during the time of her 
Fits only a great pain in her Head. A Neigh- 
bouring Phy ficians advice was taken, who en- 
deavoured with pearl Cordials, Anii-Conwul. 
ſive and Hy/terick Remedies to appeaſe the 
fury of the Spirits, but without Succeſs ; for 
on the contrary the Fits came on with greater 
violence, and the a!fo in the interſpace grew 
gradually ſoMelancholy,rill at laſt ſhe became 
as dumb to almoſt all Diſcourſe. I being ſent 
for, after Enquiry into the Nature of her Di. 
caſe, and the Remedies which had been Ad- 
miniſtred ; I found that ſhe had a Suppreſl> 
on of her 4Zenſes tor ſome Months before ; ſhe 
alfo being of a Sanguine Complexion : But 
ſoon after I came, perceiving one of her Fits 
a coming, I gave her thirty drops of your 
Elixir Epilepticum, which no ſooner was warm 
in her Stomach, but the. Fit gradually remit- 
ted, and thereupon her Fits of both ſort; 
wholly ceaſed ; but the pain of her Spleen, 
obſtruction of the Womb, and the abounding 
of Melancholy -remained, neither had ſhe 
the benefit of Stools as uſual. I conſidering 
it was near the prime of the Moon, adviſed 
a Clyſter for that Evening, and the next 
Morning fix Drams of Sal Solutivum. And 
whereas ſhe was before confin'd to her Bed, 
tying with a Melancholy Eye fixt upon the 
Wall, Tordered her to riſe, and to be in- 
ploy'd in ſome Houſhold buſineſs, or to walk 
with a Companion in the Fields, which ſhe 
accordingly did.

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ceſsful, when given about the Change or Full 
of the Moon, whoſe influence upon that part 
is very remarkable, : 

I have by me near forty Obſervations 
more of Cures (wherein Sal Solutivum hath 
been uſed) in ditterent Conſtitutions, Ferments 
and Diſeaſes,as well complicate as Simple, but 
becauſe other Medicines have been uſed, to- 
gether with the Salr, I ſhall forbear to add 
any of them except you deſire it. But as to 
particulars ler this following Account ſerve 
for all ; it being a Cure performed by it upon 
my own Body, and for the greatneſs of it 
deſerves to be put as a Frontiſpiece before the 
reſt : Take it thus. Ar firſt I had a ſmall 
pain for ſome hours, with a gentle Inflam- 
mation, which encreaſing after one day broke 
forth into Pimples, and tome Puſltles nearthe 
Spina Dorſi on the right ſide, with agradual 
and daily boring as with an Augur inwardly 
from that part, until by the third day it had 
reached in a ſtrait line, the right ſide of the 
Umbilicus : The Superficies of each pained 
part, I could have covered with a Crown 
piece. Iconcluded theſe to be the Symptoms 
ot an Impoſthumous or Ulcerous ferment, to 

3e almoſt equally dangerous ; for conſider: 
ing that my Stomach frequently aboundes 
with a Scorbutick Acidity , I was apprehen- 
ſive of Danger, in promoting Maturation it 
' Apoſthumous, and that the Acidities of the 
Scomach would be as vexatious to an Ulcer, 
if not in the firſt place altered. Under thi 
thought 
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choughtfulneſs, T call'd ro mind the Nature of 
Sal Solutiuum, the which altho' I had often 
adminiſtred to others, yer had not taken four 
Doſes thereof my Self for divers years: How- 
ever, becauſe of its gentle Solutive quality, 
and the rather for that ] knew by Fxperi- 
ence, that in a Saline Scorburick habir ir hatch 
abared the faltneſs and ſharpneſs of the Lym- 
pha, Therefore (God me to diretting) I re- 
ſolved forthwith, to rely upon the ſole uſe of 
Sal Solutivum (at which time my Diſtemper 
had not exceeded four days) and preſently 
diſſolved a Doſe thereof in warm Pofler- 
drink being early' in the Morning, which

tally removed, Firſt the pain near the Na- 
vil, gradually remitted inwardly as it encrea- 
ſed, and afterwards that near my Back. For 
the firſt three days my Excrements continued 
Feerid, Crude and Slimy , the fourth day the 
ordure became laudable enough, nor have 1 
had ever ſince the leaſt Symtom of pain in 
thoſe parts. 

One thing worthy of Obſervation hap- 
pened in the curing of this Diſtemper by the

When on Hork- 
back by turning my ſelf about, it would 
preſently ſeize either my Neck, Shoulders or 
Side, ſo frequent and troubleſome was it to 
me ; alrhough by things inwardly taken 
and outwardly applyed, it would perhaps 
remit its rigour for a week or more at a time 
ſometimes, nevertheleſs it would at other 
times within that Compaſs give me freſh On 
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ſets to my exceeding great trouble and pain : 


But now (bleſſed be the thrice glorious Name 
of God) I am freed from it with a Reftora- 
tion and renewing of my Health, 

One thing more worthy to be obſerved, 
which I had almoſt forgot, is this, I had 
long had a Carnors Tumcyur, occalioned at 


the firſt as I ſuppoſe by a wrench or ſtrain of 


my Back, this continued ſometime after the 
beginning very painful, after that a ſmall Ti- 
bercle like a Wen ariſing from the Spine, near 
the upper Yertebre of the Loyns on the left 
Side. Some Months after this, a ſtretching 
pain with a Tumour, from that part reached 
ſtraightway the length gf the Spleen, which 
gradually Tumifyd to hs Magnitude of a 
Childs Arm, in a Pyramidal or Conical 
hgure, whoſe leſſer end began from that T- 
bercle in the Back, and the greater part itretch- 
ing over the Spl/cen, ended in the Hypsconder 
of that ſide. This Tumour was ſome years 
ſince mitigated by the uſe of Aperitives and 
Emplaſtrum Nigrum ; Neverthelels ic ſtill con- 
tinued painful when I lay on that fide, be- 
ſides which it would increaſe and decreaſe 
with the Moon: But fnce my taking the 
ſix Doſes of Sal Solutivum, no Symptom 
of that Nature hitherto appears, nor any 
thing like a Tumour remains. The Cure of 
this, as alſo of the Cramp, was indeed un- 
thought on by me then, whoſe trouble and

Sulphur, having laid it aſide as a uſeleſs Gar- 
ment. If he ſhall reply, that as the Bodies 
of Gold and Silver being perfett, are not al- 
tered by the Fire, ſo neither are they hurt by 
Sulphur (eſpecially Gold which is not at all 
diminiſhed by ſuffering a Cementation with 
Salphur) and therefore it is not Sulphur in the 
inferior Metals, that reduceth them into Sco- 
ris or Aſhes, but the Attion of the Fire which 
tranſpoſeth the parts, or altereth the Texture 
of thoſe Metals, which are unfixt and imper- 
fect, and therefore want a ſtability to reſiſt the 
Power of the Fire. I anſwer, tis true, the 
perſeft Metals are not deſtroyed by Sulphur, 
but are again ſet free from it upon the Teſt 
by Saturn, to which it preſently adheres, tur- 
ning it into Scoria, and leaving the Gold or 
Silver unaltered. But notwithſtanding this, 
there is no Gold/mith but will tell youto his 
trouble, how eager or brittle Sulphur will 
make Silver and Gold : And indeed fo brittle, 
that if upon Silver or Gold in Flux, Sulphur 
be multiply'd, the Metal may be beaten to 
Powder in a Mortar, which is enough for 
my purpoſe, viz. to prove the Exiſtence of 
a Sulphur in the inferior Metals, by its 
D 3 Power 
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Power of ſcorifying or incinerating their Bo 
dies. Another way by which theſe Su/phurs 
are manifeſt is by their Flame, when the Me- 
tals are in a ſtrong Fire ; Copper emits a 
green Flame, Tin a purple-colour'd one, &c. 

Some of the ancient Philoſophers have 
called this univerſal Sulphurous Agent, D#- 
22gorgon, or the God of the Earth, and at- 
tributed to it Health, Wealth, Honour, &c. 
and without doubt they wanted not their 
Reaſons for ſo doing : but my preſent pur- 
poſe being only to ſhew that this Terreſtrial 
Fire, as it adheres to Metals and Minerals 
affordsan excellent Medicine againſt Diſeaſes, 
I ſhall not enquire into its further Qualifica- 
tions. 

And although thoſe Sulphurs be neceſſary 
to the Metals, as a digeſting, maturating or 
ripening Agent, yer I think them not to be 
of the Eſſence of the Metal, to which they 
ſo cloſely adhere, but to be highly endowed 
with Vertues for curing Diſeaſes; having be- 
ſides their common Power of warming and 
enlightening , received ſpecial Gifts and Dig- 
nities from the A/trums of thoſe Metals with 
which they are con-coagulated : for if rhe ex- 
ternal Sz/phurs were Eilential to the Metallick 
form as the Internal are, then they could not 
be ſeparated from the Metal nor any part of 
them, but the Metal would be deſtroyed, 
but I have divers times ſeen the contrary, 
whence I conciude, that they are nor Efſen- 

tial 
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tial to the Metal. For I have ſometimes by 
Calcination with Nzter, ſometimes by other 
le- I Salts ſeparated much of the Sulphur from Tin; 
s 2 afterwards I have reduced the Tin again to 
C a Body (although it be ſomewhat difficulre,by 
we reaſon of the Action of the burning Sulphur)

* Secing that the external Sulphur (ſuch 
as is trawn from Copper } 1s not ne- 
cellary to a perfet Metal ; but is joyned 
ro the Cupper by God, therefore that Sul 
phur mutt necellarily have its own Ends, 
conducing to the neceſlities of ungrateful 
Man,to wit,for his Diſeaſes and Intirmities, 
above all Dignity of the Merallick periection. 
And this is not only true of the Sulpin 
of Venzs, and thE other inferior Merals, that 
God hath appointed them for Medicine, but 
of Minerals alſo, even from common Sulphur, 
to the Sulphur of the. El:&rum Minerale im 
maturum or Lili of Paracelſus, which are the 
higheſt and loweſt Boundaries of the Diz- 
nity of mineral Sulphurs, notwithſtandirg 
which thoſe Sulphurs differ greatly among 
themſelves in their Dignity and Power : for 
the Sulphur of Antimony exceeds the Com 
270u Sulphur in light and vertue, as far] a 
Nature in their firſt Generation hal 
more highly ſtaced, and nobilitated the for- 
mer than the latrer ; the difference being the 
ſame as between a raw and a roaſted piece 
of mear for the nouriſhing of our Bodies. For 
elchough the Sulphur of Antimomy, be as wr 
| Volatile 
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Volatiie and Combuſtible as the Common Sul. 
zbur, and ſo no difference between them as to 
their fixity and maturity ; yet ſuch a diffe- 
rence there 1s in their Vertue, that the Sul- 
phur of Ant:mony as ſoon as it is ſeparated 
from its mercurial Body, being given to the 
Patient without any further Preparation is 
of much quicker and powerfuller Operation 
than the Commer Sulphur, although often ſub- 
limed ; which proceedeth from no other, buc 
its inbred Excellency wherewith it hath been 
endowed by Nature : fo alſo the: Sulphur of 
Venzes hath a greater Vertue than thar of A4n- 
t4mony, and that of the Elettrum Minerale 
'mmaturum hath a Power and Vertue more 
eminent than any of the reſt. For as the 
Almighty God in the beginning, created all 
the Stars of one Matter and Subſtance, 7. e. 
of a ſubtile Fiery light, and yet made one 
more glorious, powerful and ſplendid than 
another ; even ſo hath he done with the Me- 
rallick and mineral Sulphurs, which he hath 
alſo created of one Subſtance, wvzz. of a groſs 
and earthy thick Fiery lighr, but yer withal 
hath framed the one more glorious and more 
vertuous than the other, atcriburing to each 
ts particular Glory, which it cannot exceed, 
though prepared and perfeCted as much as is 
poſſible by Art ; infomuch that nv Sulphur 
can take more Vcrtue than the Creator hath 
endowed it with in its firſt Formation : and 
as you ſce that one Star exceedeth another in 

Beauty 
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Beauty and Splendour, ſo likewiſe one Sul. 
phur -ſurpaſſerh another in its Vertue and 
Energy of healing. 

Now as you ſee that among the Stars the 
moſt glorious is the Sun, which greatly ſur. 
paſſeth all the reſt in Light Vertue,and Splen- 
dour, being the Root, Source and heart of the 
Stars, whenee they all did flow, and is as 
their Father in regard of their Original, and 
cheir King in reſpect of its great Pre-emi- 
nence in Splendour : even ſo the Metals and 
Minerals alſo have their King and Father, 
which ſurpaſſeth them all, and therefore is 
by Paracelſas, and Helmont, called Ele&rum 
Minerale immaturum, Metallus Primus, - Meal. 
lus Meaſculus, which ſignifieth the firſt, or the 
Father ofthe Metals ; and ſo of right may be 
called the King of the mineral Kingdom, in 
regard that this proceedeth from it : even as 
a Tree ſpringeth from its Root ; for which 
reaſon Helmont ſets down this heavenly Tin- 
cture, in the Front of his Catalogue of the 
Arcanums of Paracel/ms,calling it Eſſentia Mem- 
brzorum, becauſe that nothing doth fo com- 
pleatly ſtrengthen all che Members as this 
Royal TinCture, when brought unto its per- 
fection. 

From what hath been ſaid, we may Col- 
let, 1. That Mineral Sulphurs are Subjetts 
endowed by the Almighty,with great Vertue 
in the curing of Diſeaſes. 2. That this Ver- 
tuz 1s environed, and kept from us by a Ma- 
lignant 
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lgnant virulency, ſo that none of them can 

be of Medicinal uſe to us without a due Pre- 

paration, their inward Light and Vercue, be- 

ing guarded by a virulent Poylon, like the 

paradilical Tree of Life by a flaming Sword. 

3. That this Exotick virulency being remov- 
ed,and the Sulphurs perfetted,they cure Diſ- 
ſeaſes ad Modum Radii, without being dimi- 
niſhed either in Subſtance or Weight, but paſs 
through the ſeveral Digeſtions of the Body 
unaltered in their quantity, and unchanged 
in their Celeſtial Power and Vertue. 4. That 
thoſe great Powers and Vertues have their 
Riſe from the inviſible heavenly SubKance 
of the Sulphurs, having their Root nearer to 
the interior heavenly World, than all other 
viſible, rangible and corruptible things, and 
therefore nearer to the Divine Goodneſs, as 
thoſe words of Helmont intimate. Adeoque 
teſkantur ejuſmodi Arcana, ſe infinite bonitati 
propinqua, GC. 

Now as thoſe prepared Sulphurs aft 
efficiently, ad Modum Luminis in Archeum, 
ſtriking at the very Ideas of Diſeaſes, ſo they 
induce and enable the Archexs, or Vital 
Spirit to perform its own Acts, and do Inſtru- 
mentally warm, digeſt, concoct, reſolve, tran- 
ſpire, dulcifie, &c. whence the material cauſe 
of Diſeaſes, or diſeaſy Martrer, in which the 
Idea afts,: is gradually altered and ſeparated, 
by the daily raking of theſe Sulphurs for a 
due time; whence the Palſy, Epilepſy, Convul- 
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firm, Conſumption, Aſthma, Dropſy, Leproſy, Gout, 
and other grievous Diſeaſes may be eradicated 
And to this purpoſe any of the mineral or me: 
talline Sulphurs may be uſed, provided they 
are duly prepared, for we are not obliged to 
ſeek ſuch a Sulphur in Gold, nor is there a 
neceſſity of uſing that of the other hard Me- 
rals, (although they well recompence the La- 
bourand Charge of extrating and preparing) 
putour merciful Creator hath beenvery boun- 
tiful in giving us great Variety of Subjetts, 
rom which this Sulphur may bs gotren be. 
iides che Merals, as Common Sulphur, Vurul, 
f.cpis Hematitts, Lapis Calaminarts, Antimony, 
Zink, Native Cinabar, Iagneſia, &C. But 
with this difference, that the one excells the 
other in its degree of Vertue as I have ſhew- 
ed above ; as alto thar ſome of them are Speci- 
tically potent in ſome Diſeaſes, as the Sul- 
phur of Virol in Epilepſtes, that of Antimsny 
1 Dileaſ's of the Paps and Womb, as Im- 
poſthumations, Liicers, Cancers, &c. in thoſe 
parts ; the Sulphur of Mars in the Dropſie 
and Green-ſickneſs, the Sulphur of Tupiter 
in the 4//bma, and Conſumption , that of 
Vents in the Seropbuia anduDiabetes, &C. 

Now theſe Mineral Su!phurs, ſhew forth 
their Vertues in healing more or leſs eminent- 
ly, according to the degree of their Prepa- 
ration, by which they more or leſs approach 
their ultimate perteRtion : theſe Degrees of 
Preparation, I conſider under three ſeveral 
Ranks 
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Ranks or Claſſes. The firſt of theſe contains 
the Sulphurs ſeparated from their Bodies, o- 
pened and unlocked, Volatile and Inflama- 
ble, digeſted, corrected, and ſpoyled of their 
mineral Malignancy, and made ſafe and ef- 


, fetual Remedies for the curins of Diſeaſes ; 


whoſe Doſe is {mail, being for thoſe of ripe 
years, but from two to four Grains, or fix at 
the higheſt, and pleaſant ic Operation, work- 
ing for the moſt part by gentle breathing 
Sweats, or inſenſtble Tranſpiration, never by 
Vomit, unleſs where Nature is prediſpoſed to 
that Evacuation by ſome indigeſted or offen- 
ſive Matter in the Ventricle ; but when Na- 
ture hath once made her intended Separation, 
they thefi cauſe Vomiting no more. In a- 
cute Diſeaſes, as Fever:, Fluxes,Pluriſics,Impoſt- 
bumations, &c. they are to be taken a Grain 
or two every three or four hours in a ſpoon- 
ful of a ſuitable 7ehicle, ſo long till the 
Diſeaſe is overcome, and ſigns of Recovery 
appear, and then ciice or twice a day till 
perfect Reſtoration. In Chronick Diſtempers 
two Grains in the Morning faſting, and three 
or four Grains at Night going to Bed, in a 
Glaſs of Canary or Sherry ; bur that which 
is elicited from the Commen Sulphur, beiag leſs 
ative than the reſt, inay be caken from fix 
to twelve Grains. 

This appearance of the Sulphurs is in the 
form of a ſubtile tinging Powder, and thus 
prepared ; I conitantly keep by me the _ 
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phurs of Venns, Mars, and Antimony, ant 
purpoſe to do the like by thoſe of Vitrl, Zink 
and native Cmabar, having at divers times 
heretofore prepared them all by the help of 
the ſame Alcabeſtick! Menſtraum : I call the 
Menſtruum Alcaheſtick , becauſe in many 
things it agrees with the Alcahbe/# of Paracel. 
ſus and Helmont, but not inall the Properties 
which are attributed to that, wherefore I do 
not believe it to be the ſame ; but in ſepara- 
ting the Sulphurs from Minerals and Metals, 
and correCting their virulency it is equal to 
that, and ro me much better, who am a 
Poſſeflor of this, but 'pretend not to that. 
This I thought neceſſary to mention in this 
place, to ſave my ſelf and others the trouble 
of curious Queſtions. 

The ſecond Rank or Order of theſe Sul- 
phurs, is the Preparation of the firſt Order, 
Philoſophically diſſolved and brought over 
the Helm, in the form of an highly tinged 
red Oyl or Tincture, which is diffolvable in 
Wine and other Liquors, but may be moſt 
commodiouſly rakenupon the point of a Knife 
mixed with a little fine Sugar. The Doſe is 
from 10 to 20 Drops. In this form it is more 
penetrant, and its light much more diffuſive 
than in the former, and therefore much more 
prevalent in the Cure of Chronick and fixt 
Diſeaſes, as the Epilepſy, Palſy, Aſthma, Pti- 
ſick, Dropſie, Gout, Rhumatiſm, and other per- 
tinacious Diſeaſes of the Genws-Nerwvoſum, and 
Viſcera 
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Viſcers. N. B. That when the Sulphurdare 
brought to this form, Baſilizs calls them Ani- 
me Metallorum, and Helmont, their Elemen- 
tum Igns. And thus far my Experience hath 
reached in the Preparation of theſe Sulphurs; 


and in this form alſo I interd (God willing Þ 


to prepare them and keep them by me, for 
the Aſſiſtance of ſuch Phyſicians as are mind- 


ed to uſe them. And here I cannot paſs by * 


ſomewhat worthy of Note, which I have 
lately obſerved of the red Oyl, or Anima of 
Venus, Which is, that a little of it mixed with 
ſome other convenient matter, and rubbed 
upon Rhumatick and other pains hath given 
preſent eaſe, and in two or three days hath 
quite removed them : and I am in great hopes 
that it will give eaſe in the dolorous Gour, to 
ſuch a Degree that the Patient may conſtant- 
ly perſiſt in the ufe of ſuch inward Reme- 
dies as may remove the cauſe, of which ſort 
are the Sulphurs of which, I am Ziſcourſing. 
But of this I have not yet had an oppor- 
tunity to be made certain by Tryal. 

The third Order or Degree is, when the 
red Oyl or Anima of the ſecond Degree, is 
brought to a State of Incombuſtibility and 
Fixity, and then it is, and nt till then, 
that they have attained thoſe Superlative Ver- 
tues in healing, which Hel/ment attributes to 
them ; yet the loweſt of thoſe Orders is not, 
without its eminent Vertues (compared with 
ordinary Medicines) in curing Diſeaſes. _ 
the 
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the bringing the Sulphurs, or any of them, to 
this fixed and permanent State, which is their 
ultimate perfection, I do not pretend to have 
done, for it requires more time, and perhaps 
more Art than I am furniſhed with to han- 
dle them, ncither do I profeſs ro prepare the 
Sulphur, Ele&ri Minzralis immaturi five Me- 
talls Maſculi, concerning which Subjet, Men 
that have ventured to name it , I find have 
greatly differed. But among my Preparati- 
ons of mineral Sulphurs, I content my ſelf 
by way of Eminency or Preference, with my 
Aſftruam Mnmerale, whoſe Doſe is from three 
to ſixGrains in the firſt form above-men- 
tioned, and from ten to twenty Drops inthe 
ſecond form. But as that is the moſt emi- 
nent in Vertue of the Sulphurs waich I pre- 
Pare, ſo it alſo is the deareſt, being to be made 

ut in ſmall quantities with much labour and 
time: but my Species Univerſals, having all 
the Properties of the mineral Sulphurs, may 
ſerve Inſtar omnium, where they cannot be 
had ; the difference being only in the Doſe, 
which is much larger chan that of the Sul- 
phurs, and the Vertue ſomewhat leſs porent 
as being more extended. Alſo my Tintura 
Metallice, being a Solution of the more ſub- 
tile parts of e:allick Sulphurs in Spirit of 
Wine, may be uſed in Diſeaſes of the Nerves, 
and all others ariſing from Congelation , in- 
ſead of the Anime Metallcrum of the ſecond 
form, and is a very pleaſant and —— 

edi- 
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Medicine ; the Vertues and Uſes of which,to- 
gether with the Species Univerſalz aredeſcrib'd 
at large, in the Appendix romy Caralogue 
of Medicines, Printed Anno 1684, to which I 
refer the Reader;whichDireCtions may alſo in- 
- "+ hay for the uſe of the mineral Sul- 
phurs, either in the formof Powder or Drops, 
by obſerving their Doſes above ſer down, and 
rarying them in proportion with the Species 
and Tincture. Bur if it ſhall pleaſe God to 
rant me Life, and proſper my Labours and 
udies; I hope I may hereafter be able to 
give ſuch an CR of ſome of the higher 
Arcana in Medicine, as may be profitable 
to the Miſeries of the Sick, and afford ſome 
fatisfaftion to well-minded Phyſicians. 

I think it here convenient to advertiſe 
that in Chronick Diſeaſes, where the mineral 
Sulphurs are to be uſed, if the firſt paſſages 
of the Body be well cleanſed by the Sal So- 
lutivam, and the Obſtruttions of the Yiſcera 
and Veſſels opened, the Sulphurs will much 
more readily diſplay their Yertues, and the 
time of the Cure will be ſhortened. 

I have ſpent many years in the ſearch of 
a ſafe, pleaſant, and effeCtual Preparation of 
the mn Mercury, that might like the 4r- 
canum Corallinum, or Mercurius Diaphoret.+ 
ws, of Paracelſws and Helmont , cure 
the Pox, Cancer, Noli me tangere , GC. and 
although among the many Tryals I have 


made, I have obtained ſomewhat which 
E hath 
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hath done things notable, yet it hath not 
compleatly anſwered the End of my Enqui- 
ries. But I have at length found out a mer- 
curial Medicine , which I hope will fully 
anſwer my longing ExpeCtation : It is ſweet 
in Taſte, and fixed, although not with a 
ecompleat Fixity ſo as to abide a very 

Fire, for I have ſometime pleaſed my {elf 
with ſuch a fixed Mercury, as would abide 
the Fire of a Coppel in form of a Powder, 
but I could obſerve bur little effeft it hadin 
Phyſick. This of which I am now ſpeaking 
operates very gently, ſometimes -by Stools, 
and ſometimes by Sweats, and according to 
the Tryals I have yet had of it, doth nei- 
ther Vomir nor Salivate; as to its particular 
Verrues, Doſe, and manner of adminiſtring, if 
it ſhall after reiterated Experiments compleat 
my Deſires, 1 ſhall publiſh an Account there- 
ot, together with my Balſamum Veneri 
Anodynum above-mentioned, which is alſo 
now under Probation. And in onger to this, 
I make it my requeſt to ſuch ingenious Phy- 
ſicians, as love the Propagation and Improve- 
ment of Medicine, that they would give 
thoſe two Medicines a fair Tryal, and make 
ſuch report thereof ro me, as they ſhall be 
found to merit; by which means I ſhall be 
able ro furnith che faid Account much ſooner 
and better than my own fingle Obſervations 
will enable me to do. But I ſhall here fay 
no more of them, left I fall under the ſxme 
reproc 
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reproof with him who Sold the Bears skin 
before he had killed the Bear. 

My Arcanum Univerſale, Pillula Balſamica 
Manna Mercuriz, &c. being ſometimes men- 
tioned in this Book, they who deſire to be 
further informed of the Vertues and Uſes of 
thoſe, and other of my Medicines, may have 
recourſe to a ſmall 'Phyſical Treatiſe, pub- 
liſhed by me fome years ſince, called Praxis 
Catholica, where they may find ſatisfaCtion ;
